and his Kingdoms? If he defend Kine, ames as a 
rightful Ruler, and thefe his Aéts of Ufurpations as 
rightful Meafures ; then ‘tis manifett that one Tyre 
wants to fucceed to another. If he difown King 
fone and declare for Conformity to the Laws, 
e is by thefe very Laws excluded, and we are 
already governed by our own Laws, faithfully ex- 
* by a Prince who claims no —* Power, 
nor any other Authority but what ~ af give him. 
Nor were we ever fo deftirute of Rulers, and our 
Circumftances ever fo defperate, fhould we have re- 
courfe to Rome for One nurfed in an ng to our 
Religion and Liberties, and to the very Being of our 
Conftitution, 
Tue People, if they had common Attention, 
muft confider it as a downright Infult upon them, as 
‘tis upon common Senfe, to write for Liberty in order 
to ferve the Pretender. This is fovereign —— 
and Contempt; ‘tis cheating them like Children, 
and making them notorious Dupes, with defign to 
make them wretched Slaves. The fmalleft Reflection

J belicve they can hardly thew, that in any Coun- 
try, or at any Time, publick Liberty prevailed more, 
or fo much : There are no Atcagks upon the Lives of 
Men, not even of the moft obnoxious Men, none 
upon their Propertics, none upon their Coniciences ; 
no Perfecution in the Church, no Enquifisions in the 
State; no monftrous Fines, no illegal Impri/onments, 
no barbarous Punifhmenss. 

Wat Pcriod in our Hiftary, or in any Hiftory, 
can vie with this? What Commonwealth, ancient or 
modern, ever allowed fuch Latitude to the Tongues, 
and Pens, and Actions of Men? Or what Monarchy, 
pat or prefent, but our own, would bear any Part of 
uch Laritude. 

Js ever Liberty reigned, the reigns now : So much 
Liberty we never did enjoy; and as lefs we ought 
not, fo I doubt more we cannot. So much Liberty, 
fa much Secusity, hardly leaves any plaufible Scope. 
for Factions.and Difcontents, though thefe are what 
much Libyrgy feldom fails to produce, as any great 
Good hardly comes unattended with fome Evil; and 
though Faions, and popular Difcontents are great 
Evils, always hurtful to Sceiety ; efter mifchievous, 
fometimes faral, ‘tis better they fhould continue, or 
even incrcafe, than popular Liberty be hurt of 
abridged. 1 queftion whether there were ever fewer 
Materials for popular Uncafineis and Complaint, or 
ever fo few for popular Rage and Clamour. From
